It  is  i.nterestinp  to  note  that  the 
’Vo  1 .fa re  Association  was  formed  many 
yesirs  ago  for  the  sole  purpose  of  pro- 
vidlTv  tliis  service.  At  that  time  mon- 
ey for  this  work  ivas  secured  by  members 
selling  candy  and  Xmas  cards  .from  desk 
to  desk,  holding  benefit  performances, 
etc.  In  time  a system  of  selling  mem- 
berships in  the  Association  for  250  a 
yf^ar  V as  used.  No^y  the  Ass-t elation  loan 
fund  is  financed  by  tlie  cafeteria  oper- 
ations. 

During  all  this  tl,me  other  ways  of 
assisting  emoloyees  were  incorporat'-'d  in 
the  organization  structure  but  the  orig- 
inal purpose  still,  remains  - to  provide 
financial  aid  .for  emergencies.  In  fact 
durinc  trie  two  years  1945  and  1946,  295 
loans  totalling  approxi.matcl"'-  vl7j400 
xrfve  is  sued  to  USDA  employees  wdthout 
inter  st  charges.  Each  T’as  a liardship 
case  and  i.:-i  each  instance  the  employee 
could  not  sec’ure  the  money  immediately 
from  any  other  sosirce. 


The  imonediate  contact  for  an  em- 
ployere  in  need  of  aid  is  the  bureau  or 
office  welfare  committee.  (If  j'-ou  don't 
know  wdio  the  members  of  your  w^elfare 
committee  are  call  Miss  Conahan  X2537). 
The  applicant's  request  is  studied  and 
processed  to  the  Board  or  its  represent- 
atives where  final  action  is  taken.  This 
pi'oeedure  seems  time  consuming  but  act- 
\ially  it  is  speedy. 

The  Board's  action  is  governed  by 
the  By-lav.^s  and  from  it  quote: 

"Loans  and  gratuities  shall  be  allov;ed 
for  hospitalization  and  for  use  in  meet- 
ing expenses  due  wholly  and  necessarily 
to  s ickness,  death,  accident  or  unfor- 
seon  misfortune  to  the  applicant  or  mem- 
bers of  his  immediate  family;  for  aid  to 
exployees  who  due  to  no  fault  of  their 
own ,

checks  promptly;  for  living  expenses  in 
cases  of  extreme  emergency;  for  other 
emergencies  which  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  arc  worthy  of  assistance.  Loans 
for  payment  of  doctors'  and  dentists' 
fees  are  allow  able  onljr  when  a substan- 
tial reduction  in  the  fee  can  be  obtain- 
ed by  prompt  payment  or  in  emergencies 
when  the  enployee  concerned  is  unable  to 
get  necessary  professional  service  un- 
less oaid  for  in  advance  or  at  the  tim.e 
rendered , "
